Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 


I beg  to  submit  to  you  the  Annual  Report  for  the  year  ending 
December  31st,  1944. 


The  Vital  Statistics  show  a Crude  Death  Rate  of  12.2  per  1000 
of  the  population,  as  compared  with  13.2  for  1943.  The  Live 
Birth  Rate  was  17.8  per  1000  of  the  population,  as  compared  with 
13.2  for  1942.  There  was  one  Still-birth.  The  Infantile  Mortality 
Rate  was  20  per  1000  live  births. 


No  serious  outbreak  of  Infectious  Diseases  has  occurred.
